hairs are finest, brown and red next, and 
black the coarsest. A space 'containing 
Ut black would be occupied by 102 brown 
or 182 flaxen hairs. Each hair springs 
from a root imbedded in the 'skin. The 
outside is composed of horny scales every 
lapping each other like, shingles on a roof, 
though not with the same regularity, and 
these scales form a tube enclosing a mar- 
rowy pith.

resenting the President elect, at one time 
as grossly intoxicated, as carousing and 
joking with his friends while on the waj 
to the national Capital, on the very eve o" 
his country's ruin, and in all ways seek 
ing to bring into suspicion and coutemp 
the one whom the determined and sober 
voice of tbe country had called to conduc 
her through fearful and unknown perils 


Doubt and suspicion and ridicule were 


not enough ; but the evil brain of conspir 
acy planned assassination and the future 
President was forced to pass through Bal 
timore in disguise, and arrived in his own 
Capital almost a fugitive, before he was 
expected, and with no demonstrations ol 
welcome. .
